Going Up 

Merchants of Sierra Madre 
continue their business in¬ 
creases as per the quarterly 
report of the third quarter 
just received from George R. 
Reilly, member, State Board 
of Equalization, which shows 
that during the third quar¬ 
ter, some 65 mereha n t s 
a year ago dla a total of 
$1,866,000 in retail sales, but 
for the same period of 1979 
ihe same merciiants showed 
a total sales of $2,082,000. A 
gain in business of 11.6 pei 
cent and the second time in 
history that the permit hold¬ 
ers have gone over the $2- 
million mark. 

All businesses combined in 
Sierra Madre, which totals 
332, showed a total business

Following the conclusion 
of the dedication services, a 
luncheon for approximately 
200 guests was served in th:: 
church hall. Bishop Timothy 
Manning and Cardinal McIn¬ 
tyre shared honors as special 
guests at the event. Some of 
the other honored guests 
present were: the then 
Mayor Robert Hartman and 
Mrs. Hartman; Mr. Robert 
Samuelson, represen ting 
Samtielson Brothers Co r. - 
struetion company (the firm 
in charge of building the 
new church) and Mrs. Sam- 
uelson; Mr. Joseph Maes, the 
artist responsible for the 
stained glass windows in the 
church and the metal sculp¬ 
ture on the apse wall of the 
church and Mrs. Maes; and 
the architect who created the 
church, Mr. John Andre Gou- 
geon and Mrs. Gougeon.

parishioners as well as for¬ 
mer members of the com - 
munity, while Mr. and Mrs. 
Gougeon are both active par- 


worked in the groves here — 
would attend services in an 
adobe church in Lamanda 
Park. 

This was the way it w.r.s 
unlil in April of 1908, a Ro¬ 
man Catholic Clergym a n 
from Chicago, the Rev.

The instructions have been 
given a major overhaul in 
order to lessen the burden on 
the taxpayer. Explanations 
are now on a line-by-line 
basis in the same order as 
the Federal 1040. If there is 
a difference between Federal 
and State law, the State dif¬ 
ference is explained. If not, 
said Huff taxpayers can use 
the information from the 
Federal form. 

The Tax Rate Schedule 
and Tax Table have been 
ri'.nbined into a single Tax 
Table which all taxpayers 
will use. Huff said this 
change is expected to signi¬ 
ficantly reduce taxpayer er¬ 
rors in determining the 
amount of tax they owe. 

There has been consider¬ 
able increase in the Renter’s 
Ciedit this year and Califor¬ 
nians who receive assistance 


are now eligible. The flat $37 
credit has been increased to 
$60 for single persons arid 
to $137 for married couples 
and heads of household. 

Huff said that California 
renters who are not required 
to file a Form 540 tax re¬ 
turn will file a simpler spe¬ 
cial form for the credit. The 
540RC, Renter’s Credit 
Claim, is a simple one-pager 
form included in the book¬ 
let now being mailed.

Lima Street between Central 
and Grandin (Montecito). 
Services began at the new 
chapel — St. Teresa’s — 
early in September. 

Father Francis Woodcut¬ 
ter, who followed Father 
Barth as pastor, changed 
the name of the chapel from 
St. Teresa's to St. Rita’s. It 
was in 1910, however, that 
St. Rita’s parish was of¬ 
ficially created by the dio¬ 
cese of Los Angeles. 

Over the years, Catholics 
continued to worship in the 
small frame chapel on East 
Highland and from these 
very early, modest begin¬ 
nings, and with most able 
direction, the church grew 
until it had a well-equipped 
school, rectory and convent. 

Father Woodcutter bought 
the property on Grandview, 
where the present church 
now stands and started plans 
for a large, new structure. 
How thrilled all must have 
been, when on Wednesday. 
January 21, 1925, Contractor 
William G. Schiltz (a Sierra 
Madrean) started construc¬ 
tion on a church that would 
seat approximately 600 wor¬ 
shippers. The estimated cost 
of the building was $40,000 
and it was expected to be 
ready for use about Augus*-, 
1925. However, it was not 
until Sunday, October 25, 
when the dedication of the 
church took place and the 
first, actual largo church 
was a reality, that Father 
Woodcutter’s dreams were 
realized. 

For the next 43 years, St. 
Rita’s lovely Romanesque- 
stylo edifice that was Father 
Woodcutter’s reaiiza t i o n, 
served her parish well . . . 


until it was deemed neces¬ 
sary for a larger, more mod¬ 
em church. 

On January 8, 1968, the 
dismantling of the proud, 
beautiful old church was be¬ 
gun in order to clear the 
way for the new — at an 
estimated cost of $600,000! 

It was sad to see the loyal, 
old building die, but it was 
fascinating to watch the 
birth of the new and to 
learn many of the facts and 
thoughts behind her design. 
For example, the camponilo 
was poured in place in slip 
form using approximately 
100 yards of concrete; the 
new church accommodates 
800 persons; there are com¬ 
plete kitchen facilities; as 
much Sierra Madre talent as 
possible was ,u t ilized — 
names like Dappier, Osct, 
Maekell, Root — and an 
abundance of sidewalk sup¬ 
erintendents, namenless of 
course, “supervised” daily. 

Then too, Mr. Gaugeon, 
with an eye and apprecia¬ 
tion for beauty young and 
old, wished to keep the 
former pews. These were re¬ 
paired and refinished and 
the additional new pews 
were matched in finish and 
design of the old ones. 

It’s a wonderful thing, 
that intangible something, 
that stared way back with 
Faiher Barth and was car¬ 
ried on through the years by 
so many — Catholic and 
Protestant alike — to the 
final realization of a lovely 
Church which serves both 
parish and community equal¬ 
ly and actively alike, St. 
Rita's is truly lovely to be¬ 
hold with the eye as well 
as the heart.

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Hospital Cost! 

The House of .Representatives defeated the Carter Ad¬ 
ministration's (Hospital Cost Containment Act (HR 26%) 
in November by a 234 to 166 vote. The bill would have 
established a standby program of mandatory federal con¬ 
trols on hospital revenues. However, in a subsequent 321 
to 75 vote, the House created a commission to study the 
causes of rising hospital costs. Passage of the more cau¬ 
tious Gephardt amendmeint should succeed In keeping pres¬ 
sure on hospitals to restrain prices without the cumber¬ 
some regulatory morass that was being pushed by Carter. 

What has surfaced is an obvious difference of opinion 
between the House and the administration as to what is 
in the best interest of the public. Except for California’s 
Democratic delegation, Congress appears to be steadily 
moving away from government Intervention in the health 
care area. 

Disappointingly, California’s Democratic representa- 
ties voted almost unanimously in favor of the Carter bill. 
Exceptions: Charles Wilson voted against; John Burton, 
Ccelho, and Dixon did not vote or otherwise make a posi¬ 
tion known.

Crime Is Up! 


In tlie face of spiraling increases in juvenile crime, 
the Los Angeles County Board of Supervisors passed a 
motion by Supervisor Kenneth Hahn requesting District 
Attorney John Van dc Kamp to make recommendations 
on 'how to improve the juvenile justice system. 

Hahn quoted figures showing that in the first eight 
months of 1979, homicides committed by juveniles were up 
42 per cent over the some period in 1978. This represents 
a murder by a juvenile every 1*4 days in Los Angeles 
County. 

"The system simply is not working,” Hahn said. “We 
may need changes in the State law in order to get tougli 
with habitual juvenile offenders.” 

Van de Kamp is to report back to the Board on his 
findings in 60 clays. 


Good Legislation! 


Los Angeles County Supervisor Kenneth Hahn will he 
joined by District Attorney John Van De Kamp when he 
appears before the Assembly Criminal Justice Committee 
to testify on “Rob A Home, Go To Jail” legislation (SB- 
1236) in Sacramento in January 7, 1980. 

Van do Kamp has endorsed the legislation which was 
initiated by Hahn last June. The bill would require man¬ 
datory sentences for convicted burglars. 

" I am very pleased to have the support of District 
Attorney Van de Kamp,” Ha'hn saitf. “As the number one 
prosecutor in Los Angeles County, he understands the 
need for swift and certain sentencing as a means to dis¬ 
courage crime. 

“The 'Rob A Home, Go To Jail’ legislation would en 
sure that burglars who are caught and convicted will 
have no escape from the punishment of a prison sentence. 
This will be a message to potential criminals that they 
had better reconsider before robbing a person’s home.” 

Hahn has received personal commitments from seven 
of the nine members of the Criminal Justice Committee 
that they will support the bill. It has already passed the 
State Senate by a vote of 32-0. 


Recycling Helps! 

When can and bottle manufacturers joined efforts with 
the United States Brewers Associated and the .National 
Soft Drink Bottlers Association to form an organization 
called "Keep America Beautiful,” they probably did not 
realize the impetus the program would provide in sparking 
an environmental awakening in the American public. 

Since 1953, the upsurge in public interest has led to 
cleaner roadsides, parks, city streets and country roads — 
all visuolly attesting to the vitality and need for the thou¬ 
sands of recycling centers that continue to exist around 
the country. 

Recycling is a ‘closed loop” process, with the closed 
loop starting with consumer. After aluminum cans are 
returned to recycling centers by consumers, they are re¬ 
processed and eventually appear on retailers’ shelves as 
new cans. 

The first step in closing the loop is when aluminum 
beer and soft drink cans are returned to local recycling 
centers for cash on the spot. All distributors play a vital 
role in this process by operating convenient recycling 
centers. “Cash-for-Cans” program was initiated in 1970 
and ha s recycled, to date, more than 500 million pounds 
of aluminum, paying out to the public over $80 million. 

Once the cans have been turned into a recycling center, 
they are tlottaned and either shredded or baled ond sent 
to various aluminum companies. Upon arrival at the alum¬ 
inum company, the scrap is melted down and poured into 
large ingots. The ingots are then sent through a large 
press and flattened into thin sheets and rolled into coils 
for easy handling. 

By nising this recycling process, only five per cent of 
the energy needed to produce new aluminum from bauxite 
is used in converting scrap cans to comparable aluminum 
ingots. 

Once the aluminum sheet, now containing recycled 
scrap, has been coiled, it is sent back to can producers 
and converted into “new” aluminum cans, When the con¬ 
version to new cans is complete, the finished products are 
inspected and sent to the brewery to be filled. 

The final step in closing the loop is the placing of 
the filled aluminum cans on the retailers’ shelves. Tiie 
entire recycling process may take as little as 90 days — 
from the time the consumer purchases the aluminum cans 
to the time they reappeor a s “new” cans in the stores.
